A Deadly Gas. 


Millers and the owners of grain ele- 
ators look upon the bisulphide of car- 
on as one of their most xisefnl agents. 
Vhen a mill, an elevator or a granary 
ecomas infested with weevil, bisul- 
phide of carbon is the cheapest and 
nost effective thing to exterminate the 
jest. So deadly is the gas, however, 
and so rapidly does it act that the tit- 
most care must toe taken in applying 
he bisulphide. It is usually sprinkled 
nver the grain from watering pots. The 
iquid is rapidly converted into a gas, 
and the latter sinks through the grain, 
carrying death to the weevil and even 
o the unhatched eggs. 


So long'.aa tHff 
1" persons applying the 


liquid stand above the point of applica- 
tion they are pretty safe from the 
!umea, but occasionally the workmen 
wreathe a little of the gas and have to 
>e removed at once to the open air, as 
the heart is quickly paralyzed by the 
action of the bisulphide. It is usual to 
treat the lower floors of a granary first, 
so that those employed in the work may 
seep constantly above the gas. Any 
animal, as a cat or a dog, shut up in an 
apartment where the bisulphide is do- 
ing its work is found dead when the 
place is opened.—Chicago Inter-Ocean. 


A Cuban Milkman. 


"How many cows there areabout the 


streets 1" somebody exclaims, and then 
he is calmly informed that the morn- 
ing's milk is simply being delivered. 
A bunch of cattle and their driver stop 
before a house, and the portero .comes 
out with a cup for the morning's sup- 
ply. It is seen then that the cows are 
being milked from door to door by the 
dairymen, for this is the way the acute 
Cuban housewives have taken to assure 
for their tables a lacteal supply whicl 
is entirely fresh and absolutely pure. 


Even with the cows milked before 


the door one must continue to watch 
the milkman, for I have even heard of 
their having a rubber bag of water con- 
cealed under their loose frocks and con- 
nected with a rubber tube running 
down inside of the sleeve, its tip being 
concealed in the hollow of the milking 
hand. Only a gentle pressure upon the 
bag of water within is needed to thus 
cause both milk and water to flow into 
the cup at the same time. The inilk 
venders of Italy and India have also 
learned their trade to perfection, for 
they practice this identical trick.—Ed- 
ward Pago Gaston in Woman's Homo 
Companion. 


A Singular Calculation, 


In a recent number of Power a singu- 


lar calculation is presented by J. A. 
Renie. It would require, according to 
Mr. Benie's figures, the power of a 10,- 
000 horsepower engine about 70,000,- 
000,000 years to lift the earth a foot in 
height, and to do this work, allowing 
13 pounds of water per horsepower per 
hour, would require some 10,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000 gallons of water, or 
more than would be discharged at the 
mouth of tho Mississippi in 60,000 
years. This would be enough, the writer 
estimates, to cover the entire surface of 
the earth to a depth of about 300 feet, 
to convert which into steam, using good 
boilers, would require some 4,000,000,- 
000,000,000 tons of coal. If the latter 
quantity of the mineral was loaded or 
cars of 20 tons each, it would demand 
300,000,000,000,000 such cars. If the 
latter were 80 foeb long and all coupled 
together in one train, it would reach 
around the earth 45,000,000 times and 
if running 25 miles per hour, woulc 
consume 35,000,000 years in running 
the length of itself. So much for "fig 
ures.''

CO-OPERATION PBOBABt,B. 


The clans are gathering for the con- 


ventions.' Silver party men and Demo- 
erata from all parts of tbe 8^te, are 
arriving on every train and all agree 
that the rsmonetization of silver ia the 
paramount issue, though the inhuman 
treatment ot oar brave volunteers for 
a time overshadowed it, and all express 
theonelvea as being m favor of making 
common caase against the common en- 
emy, the Hanna goldbuga. 


The Demooralio Convention will be 


convened to-day. 
Very many of the 


delegates favor co-operation or fusion 
with the Silver men. They say that in 
union there ia strength, and they 
would willingly anite with the Silver 
men, bat that their party is national 
and they want to maintain the paity 
organization in tbe State. 


If this sentiment pervades the con- 


vention when it assembles there should 
be no difficulty in getting the two par- 
ties to nominate the same men for of- 
fice aa they did two years ago, when 
Bryan carried the State by nearly four 
to one majority. Then tbe Silver men 
in convention made concessions, though 
they were in a position to force the 
Democrats to endorse their candidates 
or assume tbe responsibility of placing 
another Bryan electoral ticket in the 
field. 
Now there should be no more 


trouble in effecting fusion than there 
was two 'years ago. Then a candidate 
(or Presidential elector on the Silver 
ticket gave way to promote harmony 
and doubtless others will do so now, 
•hould it become necessary. 


At this writing there seems to be no 


serious obstacle in the way of co-oper- 
ation. All favor the remonetization of 
silver and if wise counsel prevails the 
Silver men of all parties and factions 
will unite. Let it not be truthfully 
said that the people of the silver pro 
ducing State of Nevada, while profes 
•ing to be in favor of free coinage, di- 
vided because there are not 
offices 


enough to go around. 


specious BIDS For. BONOS, 


When 
the Treasury Departoaen 


called for bids for Government bonds 
the loin waa supposed to be n popular 
one and it was given out that the peo 
pie generally were subscribing for tbe 
bonds. Tbe New York Times and other 
prominent «old papers ridiculed the 
idea of a popular loan and candidly 
admitted 
that 
the gold syndicate 


would have 90 per cent of the bonds 
within six months of tbe date of thei: 
issue. As it was cbarged that many o 
the bidders for bonds were merely 
agents for banks and capitalists an in 
Destination was ordered. The facts de 
veloped show that n systematic scheme 
was devised to secure a large ainouu 
of bonds for corporations and singl 
individuals. Millions of dollars worth 
of bonds were procured by irregula 
means. Many were hired to sign anr 
the system way carried so far tha 
agents were employed to get sub 
ecrlbers, who merely signed the bid? 
The full report and exact facts are 
withheld from publication, and now ii 
is announced at the Treasury Depart 
ment that there will be no prosecn 
tions. 
Secretary Oage had confer 


encea with some of those involved in 
the scheme for securing bond sub 
aoriptions by wholesale and the result 
ia that they will not be prosecuted, but 
In deference to public opinion they 
will receive no bonds. 


The Populist National Convention 


held its second day's session at Cin- 
cinnati 
yesterday. 
Chairman Don- 


nelly made another radical speech, de- 
nouncing all who co-operaied in the 
fusion movement and advocated reor- 
ganization. In lha afternoon the con- 
vention got into such a row that the 
manager of the Lyceum ordered them 
o leave the hall. Order was finally re- 
tored by the Butler faction bolting 
nd leaving tbe hall

jf Pennsylvania was nominated for 
'resident and Ignatius Donnelly for 
i/ice President. 


President McKinley and as many of 
he members of his Cabinet as can at- 
end will visit the Peace Jubilee to be 
neld at the Omaha Exposition on Oc- 
ober 10th. Only pressing public bus- 
neas will interfere with the program. 


It is understood that Governor Lord 


of Oregon will call an extra session of 
he Legislature on September 26th for 
he purpose of electing a United States 
Senator to fill a vacancy now existing. 


President and Mra. McKinley and 


party have returned to Washington. 
Chey expressed themselves ae being 
greatly pleased with their brief outing. 


The biennial State and Congressional 


elections were held in Vermont yester- 
day. Beports say that little interest 
was manifested and tbe vote was very 
light. 
The only contests were the 


ohoiee of Representatives to the Legis- 
lature. 
The Bepublicans expect to

CRIMINAL INCOMPETENCE.
